The fair metropolitan cashier baa add- 


tcl n iie-w factor to her growing -valua- 
tion which will not prove BO desirable a 
wile in the eyes of her employer as the 
honesty and efficiency which have won 
£or her almost a monopoly in the busi- 
ness.

country to maintain the gold standard. 
What we want is a system of finance 
that shall bring confidence to the 
people who create and produce and en- 
courage thorn in the belief that when 
they prodoce an article they want tb 
sell thsy can sell it for at least as 
much as it cost. 
The financial ques- 


tion is at the bottom of this trouble, 
not a lack of resources, and the Sena- 
tor from Ohio cannot fool the people 
of this country with the idea that all 
you need is to pass the McKinley bill 
again and then prosperity will come. 
You will never see the McKinley bill 
reenacted, and if you did prosperity 
would not come with it. 


Senator Teller said he would not 


enter into a general discussion of the 
silver question except to challenge the 
statement of Senator Sherman. 
As 


the business of the country increases, 
the currency of the country must in- 
crease in proportion. 
Here we are a 


nation of 70,000,000 people, the richest 
nation on the earth, with more natural 
advantages, more intelligence, more 
ambition, more enterprise than any 
other nation, and we are watching our 
currency shrink and shrivel at the rate 
of $100,000,000 a year, while we witness 
the increase of population at a rate of 
10,000,000 in a decade and no provision 
made by which the people can secure 
additional means of doing business 
unless ihe National banks in their 
generosity, come to our relief and is- 
sue more paper money. The National 
banks will not do it, and the bankers 
so declared in convention at Baltimore. 
The President of the United States 
wanted to retire greenbacks, the Sena- 
tor from Ohio said that would not do, 
bat he proposed that $100,000,000 of 
them should at all times be locked in 
the Treasury and kept there. 


Mr. Teller said he bad an idea that 


there is a method by which we can re- 
lieve the people of the country. In his 
anxiety that the people should have 
some opportunity of recovering their 
standing, restoring the 
industries, 


bringing back prices where they ought 
to be brought, it is posssible that his 
judgment may not be good, but in his 
judgment there is no one who has pro- 
posed any system in this country that 
will save the people except that of the 
free coinage of silver. 


Senator Teller says he looks with 


fear and trembling to see what the 
great political party with which he has 
acted for forty years will do.

Will it 
take the side that leads to prosperity f 
Will it take the side that will save to 
tens of thousands of straggling men 
the homes they are bound to lose if we 
continue on the gold standard, or will 
it yield to this seductive, false and

HOW THE SKKDS ARK DISTRIBUTED 


What a South Dakota Man Wanted. 


Last vear, without authority of law, 


Mr. Sterling Morton, Mr. Cleveland's 
boss farmer, decided to abolish free 
>eed dittribution. 
Usually each Con- 


gressman's entire quotft was delivered 
o him in sealed packages of 5 by the 
first of January each year and thus a 
member was enabled to send out under 
lis personal supervision tbe seed at an 
early date. This year Congress had to 
act by resolution, and it was not until 
ate in March that they directed the 
ecretary to comply with the law, but 


he has acted slowly. 
He advertised 


or bids and placed every delay possi- 
>le in the way of a prompt compliance 
with the law. Last week the members 
were informed that their quota of seed 
voald be ready by May 1st. The flower 
eeds in Minneapolis and the garden 
seed in Philadelphia. 
Eaoh member 


was requested to address franked slips, 
5280 in number and send them to the 
Secretary of Agriculture, who in turn 
would have them s&nt to Philadelphia 
and Minneapolis, where at the firm's 
pleasure they would be placed on the 
seed packets. 


The Secretary of Agriculture, while 


reluctantly complying with the law, has 
crippled its usefulness by his unseemly 
delay. 
Under the present system of 


distribution, dissatisfaction must re- 
sult, and if Nevada people receive all 
seeds of one kind, or do not get them 
until June, they must not blame their 
representatives, 
who 
acted 
with 


promptness, but Mr. Cleveland's Sec- 
retary of Agriculture. 


When Nevada's present Congressman 


came to Washington he inaugmated an 
innovation in his seed distribution, 
which, while it entailed endless labor, 
afforded good results, as can be seen 
from letters from his constituents. He 
did not believe the bankers, moneyed 
men and mei chants had any particular 
use for seeds and instead of putting 
them in 15 or 20 sacks and sending 
them to 15 or 20 members of the Legis- 
lature, or to as many editors of papers, 
wheie first come would bo first served, 
he inserted notices in the papers of the 
State, requesting those desiring seeds 
to communicate with him. 
The resull 


was the receipt of six or seven hundred 
letteis fiom farmers who needed and 
appreciated seeds. 
Ho divided his 


quota, both as to quantity and qualiity, 
which involved the handling, sorting 
and 
addressing of 16,500 packages 


among those making requests. The re- 
nit was gratifying. 
One man wrote 


saying he had lived 30 years in the 
State, but had never received any gar- 
den seed from Washington. 


Another wrote: "I have been trying 


to get seed from Washington, but since 
the days of Uncle Jimmy Fair tuid 
Geo. Cassidy, I have never received 
any." 
Mr. Newlands has 
received 


numberless letters testifying to the 
satisfactory manner of distribution 
A number of Southern members, to 
whom Mr. Newlands explained his 
method, have taken it up with equal 
success. This year the peculiar action 
oE the Secretary of Agriculture has 
rendered a just and equitable distribu- 
tion of seeds almost impossible.

lowing funny letter was read in Con- 
gress a few days ago' 


Rather a funny letter was read to the 


Ho'ise yesterday 
by Representative 


Pickler of South Dakota, while the ag 
ricultural bill was under consideration 
Mr. Pickler has a constituent named 
James Wells, living at Britton, S. D. 
and Mr. Wells, or rather Mr. Wells 
wife, wants some garden seeds. 
So he 


mado his appeal in the following words 


"I would like some seventy-day corn 


and if the new administration has any 
new silver seed that will produce 
standard silver dollars or even Mexl 
can dollars in about sixty days,I would 
like some of that. 
Our land is wel 


adapted to the raising of silvei. We 
would like something that would yield 
a thousand bushels to the acre and sel 
for a dollar a bushel. We have noi 
farmed much, but 
are looking for 


anything new or profitable. 


Some of our friends say Geiman 


carp is a good crop. 
We will put in a 


few acres of carp for a starter if we can 
get the seed. Some of our kind friends 
recommend ostriches, but they grow so 
few in a hill we will not venture to try 
them. 


There is a small lake near our farm 


and my wife is anxious to raise some 
gondolas. They are an Italian bird, 1 
believe. The climate here is severe 
but she thinks she could raise them by 
keeping them near a hard coal burner 
in the winter season. If Mr. Morton 
could bo prevailed upon to send ns a 
pair of yonng ones we would esteem it 
a great favor. We conld use some can- 
vas-back duck seed to good advantage 


We want to try some hard coal seec 


this year, as we have paid $10 a ton for 
coal about as long as we care to. One 
of my young sons has a desire to raise 
a pair of elephants to break our land 
with. Do you think Mr. Morton would 
be willing to send us a couple of 
elephant eggs to try the experiment? 
Some of our advanced thinkers advise 
me to raise a crop of plug tobacco. 
In selecting seed I wish you would 
se,nd "spear head," "climax1' or "star." 
The climate is too dry for fine cut. If 
the department has anything new in 
jack rabbits I would like a few vines 
that would bear the second year.

Coming down on the Sixth ave- 
nue road, for instance, he might, on 
leaving Grand street, look in and say, 
'The next station is Bleecker street,' 
when ho meant Franklin. Still, this is 
rarely done, not nearly BO often as one 
might think it Avonld bo, by men call- 
hig tho stations over and over again all 
day long. To be sure' it might seem that 
the names would be by frequent repeti- 
tion so deeply graven on their memory 
that there won Id be the less danger of 
calling them wrong, bnt what I sup- 
pose happens is this—that sometimes 
tlie mind unconsciously switches over, 
and the guard calls from the up list in- 
stead of Ihe down, or vice versa. 


"Sometimes when a guard miscalls a 


station ho lets it go—perhaps he doesn't 
thiuk of it himself. Sometimes he cor- 
rects in a mild tone of voice, as though 
the least said about it the better. Some- 
times he sets it straight clearly and un- 
mistakably. I rode up town the other 
day on a Sixth avenue Harlem train 
with a guard who, as the train left For* 
ty-second street', looked in and said, 
'Fiftieth nest, Fifty-eighth street train 
change there for Harlem.' But the next 
minute he looked in again and said, 
with equal if not greater distinction and 
deliberation, 'Fiftieth next, Harlem 
train, change there for Fifty-eighth 
street.' 


"Here was a case that was a little 


different: A newsman who got off a 
Sixth avenue train with a bundle of pa- 
pers at Fifty-third street handed a pa- 
per to the guard and asked him to give 
t to the ticket chopper at One Hundred 
and Thirty-fifth street. The guard look 
ed into the car as the train started ant 
laid, 'Hundred and Thirty-fifth stree 
next,' bnt this was so far off that it 
really needed no correction, and very 
reasonably the guard let it go at that 
rat he smiled as he closed the door."— 
New York Snu.

It makes 
the drinker crazy, and under the influ- 
ence of it whole parties of Malaya some- 
times "run arnnck" together, the sport 
only concluding Avith tho death of all 
participants, aa well as tho destruction 
of numbers of innocent people.

a favorite Malay plan of committing 
suicide. A man makes up his mind that 
he wants to die, arid so he tills himself 
up with arrack and starts to run amuck, 
stabbing every one that comes in his 
way until he himself is slain.—St. Louis 
Olobe-Dsmocrat.
